PU N S STARTED TO 
BEAUTIFY SOUTH S. R 


Petitions Circulated To Property Owners 


For Better Francisco Boulevard Appearance 


A coordinated drive for sidewalks 
to beautify the southern approach 
to San Rafael is underway among 
the 80-odd business firms In the 
Francisco Boulevard area. 
Petitions 
are 
being 
circulated 
among the property owners by a 
committee headed by Joe Lamperti, 
owner of the North Bay Electric 
Company. 
“We’ve signed up over 60 per cent 
of the property owners,” Lamperti 
said, “and more are coming In all 
the time.” Lamperti added that the 
above figure represented “close to 
80 per cent of the actual highway 
footage” 
The move got underway concur­ 
rently with the state’s widening and 
grade separation program, for that 
portion of Highway 101 that runs 
toward San Francisco from the foot 
of the present overpass to the foot 
of the California Park bridge. An 
interchange is planned in that sec­ 
tion to provide for access to the 
Rlcfamond-San 'Rafael bridge and 
the existing service roads. A chan­ 
nelization and traffic control Is 
planned for the present congested 
entrance to the town proper. 
Over $1,000,000 is being spent by 
the state highway department on 
the project which will see the wid­ 
ening of Highway 101 from four 
to six lanes, the establishment of 
an emergency parking strip and the 
repaving of a two-lane 24 foot ser­ 
vice road on both sides of the free­ 
way. 
Lamperti listed six advantages of 
having the sidewalks installed by 
the state. They were: 
1—Appearance of service roads 
and property will be better. 
2—It will improve the drainage. 
3—Will not decrease the parking 
area. 
4—Will afford better protection to 
utility poles and eliminate a traf- 
c hazard. 
5—The city of San Rafael will 
have to clean streets and gutters. 
6—The sidewalks: will be out on 
present state property. 
The proposed sidewalks would be 
eight feet to, width 'and, be fronted 
with curbs and gutters. An eight 
foot parking strip between the curb 
line and the two lane service road 
would be laid out by the state. 


Cost to the property owner Is $5.33 
a running foot. The money is to be 
placed to escrow with the city treas­ 
urer and will not be paid to the 
actual contractor until the work Is 
okayed by the city engineer. 
Lamperti stressed that immediate 
action on the part of property own­ 
ers who had not signed up was im­ 
perative. 
Next meeting of the Francisco 
Boulevard committee is slated for 
March 17. 
“And by that time' we hope to 
have a one hundred per cent sign 
up,” Lamperti concluded.

FUSAN (U.R) — American troops 
killed 69 Koreans and wounded 142 
to crashing a wild Communist-led 
riot at a civilian internment camp 
on the “prison island” of Koje off 
the south coast Monday, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
One American soldier was killed 
and 23 were wounded. 
About 
1,500 
civilian 
internees 
suddenly attacked the U.S. security 
force at the camp with steel pickets, 
spiked wooden clubs, barbed wire 
flails, blackjacks, metal tent spikes, 
sections of iron pipe, clubs, rocks 
and knives. 
Seven hundred a:q¡| fifty troops 
of the crack 27th “Wolfhound” 
Regiment of the 25th Infantry Di­ 
vision were involved to the fight­ 
ing. They are the security force. 
It was disclosed the Red-led ci­ 
vilian 
internees 
attacked 
when 
troop guards entered the compound 
to keep order while United Nations 
officials questioned the internees on 
whether they wanted to be sent back, 
to North Korea after the conclusion 
of an armistice or be permitted to 
remain to South Korea. No Com­ 
munist prisoners of war were in­ 
volved.

Sessions Result 


A Lagunitas school trustee today accused an unnam ed “rep­ 
resentative of the State Board of Education” of thwarting efforts 
of the Lagunitas school board to avoid needless school construc­ 
tion expenditures. 


Trustee james Doráis’ charge was contained in a letter to 
the Indcpendent-Jiurnal, taking issue with a recent editorial 
“blaming excessive school costs ‘on local school boards, many of 
which didn’t stint on their building f- 
program since the money wasn’t 
coming out of their own district’.” 
Blame for excessive costs, said 
Doráis, “should rest not so much on 
local school boards as with the peo­ 
ple who administered the state fund 
and set up the standards that gov­ 
erned approval of loan applications.” 


KNEW WHAT NEEDED 
‘A few months ago,” he wrote, 
“our district (Lagunitas’ decided to 
apply lor a state building loan. We 
knew exactly what we needed and 
wanted: an addition of three class­ 
rooms. But when we met with a 
representative of the State Board 
of Education (the first step to the 
building loan program) It was made 
clear to us: (a) that the state had 
definite standards for school plants 
being built or enlarged under the 
program; (b) that by those stand­ 
ards our need was not for 3 class­ 
rooms, but for a multi-purpose room, 
3 classrooms and a 'crafts room’ (al­ 
though we have no funds for a 
crafts program)—a total addition of 
7,886 square feet instead of the ad­ 
dition of .approximately 3,200 square 
feet we had planned; and (c) that 
any application not to line with 
state standards would have precious 
little likelihood of approval.

To Judicial Unit 


Judge N. Charles Brusatori of San 
Rafael has been appointed by‘Chief 
Justice Phil S. Gibson, chairman of 
the Judicial Council, to the coun­ 
cil’s committee it was announced 
today. 
Judge Brusatori and 25 other new 
committee members will work with 
the council to studying ways to im­ 
prove the administration of justice 
in traffic cases. 
By Senate Concurrent Resolution, 
th e Legislature requestel th e council 
to undertake this traffic study, 
pointing out that “the number of 
deaths and injuries due to the vio­ 
lation of traffic laws is increasing 
at an alarming rate.” 
In 
appointing 
the 
additional 
judges to' the 'Committee, Chief Jus­ 
tice Gibson stated that great im­ 
provement to the judicial enforce­ 
m ent of traffic law s should, auto­ 
matically follow from the simplifi­ 
cation of court fracture being ef­ 
fected by the lower court reorgan­ 
ization 
under the» constitutional 
amendment approved by the voters 
in November 1950. 
He pointed out, however, that in 
the course of the council’s study it 
was found that certain matters of 
procedure will also require consider­ 
ation. 
The advisability of estab­ 
lishing a system to make a record of 
prior violations readily available to 
thl courti is being studied. ^ 


PROTESTED LOAN 
“When we protested that the state 
loan, at least to theory, would be 
repayable by local taxpayers who 
might not wish to assume such a 
heavy indebtedness:, we were told 
that few people would mind, because 
most of the taxes are paid by utili­ 
ties and the oil companies. 
“When we suggested, because we 
were coming into the program at a 
late date and knew the state funds 
were running low, that our applica­ 
tion might be better received to Sac­ 
ramento if we didn’t ask for the 
maximum, we 'were assured 'that 
that definitely wouldn’t be the case/' 
Doráis declared. 
“Before our district’s application 
was acted on,” the Lagunitas 
trustee continued, “the state fond 
was exhausted. Children in our 
district and in many districts 
throughout California will con­ 
tinue to attend split sessions be­ 
cause so much of the slate' money 
was spent on the luxury features 
described in your (Independent- 
Journal) articles.” 
Trustee Doráis, a Woodacre resi­ 
dent, is employed by a San Fran­ 
cisco public relations firm. 
Only last week to Sacramento, 
Assemblyman Herbert R. Klock- 
seim of Long Beach blamed local 
school boards for high construction 
costs and expressed the conviction 
that excessive costs are NOT the 
state’s fault. The Assembly Educa­ 
tion committee has been investi­ 
gating excessive school costs, pre­ 
paratory to considering new legisla­ 
tion on school construction financ­ 
ing, at the' legislative session which 
opens March 3. The committee un­ 
dertook its probe to response to re­ 
quests from Klockseim.

Steel Strike Off 
For One Month 


PITTSBURGH (/P) — The nation 
will escape a steel strike Saturday 
but a walkout may come March 23 
unless a bitter contract controversy 
is settled. 
Top strategy makers of the mil­ 
lion member CIO United Steelwork­ 
ers did as expected yesterday in 
postponing their strike. They issued 
this warning: 
“We hope that a strike may be 
averted but*the patience of our 
members is running out." 
The union decided to cancel its 
week-end strike threat in order to 
give the wage stabilization board 
more ttyne to recommend a settle­ 
ment. 
The union headed by Philip Mur­ 
ray, also president of the CIO, has 
been working without a contract 
since Jan. 1. 
The USW’s wage policy commit­ 


tee, in unanimously adopting a reso­ 
lution of the executive board to set 
back the strike date 29 days, made 
It clear it expects the final settle­ 
ment will be fully retroactive to the 
contract expiration date. 


The wage policy committee added: 
“We call upon the wage stabiliza­ 
tion board promptly to make Its rec­ 
ommendation for fair and equitable 
terms of settlement of this dispute

Bargain Counter Tug Of War 
Celebrates Birthday In D.C.

WASHINGTON (U.R) — I’m big 
enough (I thought) to fight the 
mob, and like a lot of other crazy 
people I went bargain hunting to­ 
day. 
I should have stayed in bed. 
It was a day when prices dip to a 
ridiculous low—the day of the an­ 
nual Washington birthday sales, 
time-honored tradition in the na­ 
tion’s capital. 
Mostly I was hunting for samples, 
just to keep the merchants honest 
in their advertised prices. They 
were honest, all right. 
I bought Mama a fine brassiere 
for two cento. I picked up a mangy 
fur coat for a dollar and plan to 
use it for a mat on the back stoop. 
I gave up then. The pace and the 
pushing was too much. 
The government shut up shop to­ 
day for the holiday; banks were 
closed, and folks by the thousands 
milled through the stores looking 
for the “bargains.” 
Most of the night, people stood 
in line, built campfires on the side­ 
walks, wrapped up in blankets—as 
they have for heaven knows how 
many years in the past. 
On 14th street one merchant ad­ 
vertised typewriters at 99 cents 
each, first come, first served. 
I had bucked the tide on a lot 
of these things before. They are 
events of rare confusion. 
Once they had to call a cop while 
I was on hand. A store had ladies 
pants on sale for 20 cents each and 
there developed a tug of war be­ 
tween two fat women. Before the 
officer could separate them and 
prevent a couple of black eyes 
(which he didn’t do), the panto 
were split in two. And there went 
20 cents out of the proprietor’s till. 
The merchants all pay fabulous 
prices to advertise things for little 
or nothing. 


One store listed bridal gowns at 
one dollar each, in “rayon, satin, 
and lace.” Evening gowns $5. Plus 
fur coats, all “tax free.” 
There were few minks, but there 
were “mink-dyed coney” coats for 
$14. Reconditioned, even, they add 
up to mere rabbit. With very little 
trade-in value, at that. 
One outfit placed on sale a 
“mink” scarf, set of three skins, 
regularly $120, for $18. 
A women’s store pasted signs on 
the windows for $1 to $14)8 girdles 
for five cento; $199 rubbers “for 


all,” 10 cento; young ladles druse* 
for 50 cento, diapers three cento 
each. 
' 
The men were attracted by shirt* 
for 92 cento. Suits, valued at «29 to 
$30, for $7.77. 
A used car dealer stuck his neck 
out with an advertisement for a 
1941 car. The price: $69. There was 
no guarantee as to whether the 
thing would run. 
One advertiser set the theme 
when he said: “George chopped 
down the tree — we chop down 
prices.”

They 
were just plain fed up with injustice and op­ 
pression, not the least of which was an endless 
array of oppressive taxes.

CAPE MAY, N. J. m — The 
pleasure of finding they could turn 
a hobby into a business has been 
a real adventure in contentment 
for Ken and Marge Ewer. 


They are the happy proprietors 
of the Capo May country store, a 
unique paradise for tinkerers and 
people who like to buy things like 
oli coffee grinders, cuspidors and 
beaver hats. It is also a thriving 
arts and handicrafts center. 


• Four years ago E w e r was a 
auccessful, well-paid executive of 
a midwest metals firm. But he had 
Insomnia, wasn't really having any 
fun, and fretted over whether he 
wa* saving enough money to pay 
for the ulcera he f e l t he was 
getting. 


ONE NIGHT HE AND H IS 
W IFI talked it over and decided 
their way of life wasn’t worth (the 
worry. 


“I thought before I started pay­ 
ing out everything to the doctors 


we might as well do a little real 
living/* Ken said. 
So he quit his job and came to 
this resort center to rest. 
'‘After three days of sitting In a 
rocking chair on the front porch 
I decided that wasn’t living either," 
Ken recalled. 
What could they do? He and his 
wife shared a lifelong interest in 
antiques and handicraft.

The Ewers formerly had made 
hand-dipped scented candles as 
Christmas p r e s e n t s for their 
friends. They decided that was the* 
best item to launch their new 
cffcfts center. Today they ship 
their homemade candles to every 
state, several foreign countries. An­ 
other popular item has been a 
furniture polish and scratch re­ 
mover set. 
“The formula was used by Cape 
Cod cabinet makers 200 years ago/1 
said Ken. “I got it from my 
father" 
Neighbors interested in handi­ 
craft began dropping in on the 
couple asking If they couldn’t be of 
any help. Now the Ewers have a 
staff of 13 “colonial craftsmen” 
who each year turn out thousands 
of items like hand-carved snipe 
decoys, butter paddles, driftwood 
picture f r a m e s and decorative 
wooden flour scoops. 


“AMONG THESE CRAFTSMEN 
have been a truckdriver, an insur­ 
ance man, three housewivea, and 
an 
83-yemr-oM retired railroad 
engineer," Ken said. “Right now a 
retired banker is helping me make 
picture ’frames. He’s good at it, 
too.” 
Most of the craftsmen are part- 
time workers whose main object is 
enjoyment. But the country store’s 
boast is, “If we don’t have it in 
stock or can’t find it—well make 
it for your ourselves.” 
The Ewers now work about 14 
hours a day at their play, and 
love it, because there is always 
something new to do—and they 
are working for themselves. 
“I’m working now on developing 
pastel-colored scented ladies* shoe 
polish,” Ken said. “Women like 
things to smell nice, and there is 
no real reason why shoe polish has 
to smell the way it does.” 
Here is his own cheerful sum­ 
mary of his new life:

WASHINGTON—The American 
government has been having a 
hard new look at Soviet technical 
and scientific capabilities. The 
stimulus was the shocking dis­ 
covery, in Korea, that the Red 
Air Force jet interceptor, th e 
famous MIG 15, has more speed, 
thrust and altitude t h a n any 
fighter aircraft yet produced In 
the United States. The results of 
this new look have been even more 
dismaying. 
The most important result, in 
fact, is nothing less than an up­ 
ward revision of the estimates of 
Soviet atomic capabilities. A year 
ago, the planners and experts 
forecast stockpiles of 48 atomic 
bombs by January, 19342; between 
110 ond 130 bombs by the next 
new year; between 170 and 210 
bombs by January, 1954, and bet­ 
ween 230 and 300 bombs by Janu­ 
ary, 1955. 


THIS CURVE WAS QUITE bad 
enough. It is not known how 
much more steeply the curve is 
now supposed to climb but one 
can guess that the old estimates 
have been increased by about 30 
per cent. That is, of course, just 
another way of saying that the 
time when the Soviets will have a 
potentially 
decisive 
s t o c k 
of 
atomic weapons has been brought 
nearer by half. 
At the same time, moreover, the 
term, “potentialy decisive,” has 
been up for reconsideration. Our 
rather r i g i d planners originally 
gave these two ominous words the 
meaning of the virtually total de­ 
struction of the American indus­ 
trial base, which would require 
several hundred bombs on target. 
More recently, h o w e v e r , the 
planners have realized that our 
industrial base can be neutralized 
more cheaply t h a n it can be 
destroyed. 
t 
IT IS NOW CONSIDERED, for 
example, that it would be potent­ 
ially decisive for the Soviets to 
separate this country from" its 
allies and bases overseas by block­ 
ing 
the American 
East Coast 
Because of the early warning 
problem and the greater destruc­ 
tiveness of water-dropped atomic 
weapons, coastal cities are eapecl- 
aly vulnerable to atomic attack. 
Because of the shape of our road 
and rail nets, trans-Atlantic ex­ 
ports of American t r o o p s and 
weapons could be e f f e c t i v e l y 
halted by taking out the major 
ports, such as New York, Boston, 
Portland (Me), Norfolk, Charles­ 
ton, Savannah, New Orleans and 
Galveston. Thirty or forty bombs 
of medium power on t a r g e t 
should be more than enough to 
do the Job. The Soviets will there­ 
fore have the bombs for this 
•pecial Job by 1953, with enough 
left over to allow for American 


interception, missed 
serve stock, etc. 
targets, re- 


EVEN OUR CAPABILITY to 
retaliate against the Soviet Union 
is affected by these facts. Tha in­ 
tercontinental B-38 Is now obso­ 
lescent, while the jet-power B-47, 
which is to become the workhorse 
of our strategic air power, does 
not have inter-continental range, 
and thus demands overseas air- 
bases. Great progress has been 
made, to be sure, with in-flight 
refueling, which gives both bomb­ 
ers and fighters almost any range 
desired. By the same token, studies 
are being made of artificial ports, 
like the famous “Mulberry” of the 
Normandy beachheads, that would 
carry some trans-Atlantic traffie 
after destruction of normal port 
facilities. 
None the leas, fighting a war 
after being three-quarters cut off 
from both our allies and our over­ 
seas airbases, certainly h a r d l y 
bears thinking about. Yet there 
is . little hope that air defense 
developments wil rescue, us. from 
such thoughts as these. 


“PROJECT LINCOLN** IS the 
Air Force study of the air defense 
problem, which is being carried 
on under c o n t r a c t with the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. It has already pointed the 
way to many important new air 
defense developments. But it has 
also pointed to the conclusion, un­ 
fortunately, that anything like an 
airtight defense against attacking 
, bomber forces cannot be built now 
■and probably will never be built 
during our lifetimes. 
According to the theory evolved 
by such planners as the new Bri­ 
tish War Secretary, Brigadier An­ 
thony Head, all these dangers can 
be overcome by building a Iblld, 
conventional defense of the West. 
When the divisions are ready and 
in the line, these planners say, the 
atomic potentials will matter less; 
for then the Soviets will no longer 
hope for an easy victory, as a mere 
result of crippling or neutralizing 
the American industrial base. This 
theory gives the people of the 
United States a rather direct per­ 
sonal Interest in the outcome of 
the NATO conference at Lisbon. 


YET A COMPLETE, S OL I D, 
conventional defense of the West 
now seems to be an optimist’s 
dream. For all these reasons, there­ 
fore, several of the leading Ameri­ 
can physicists are now agitating 
for a new look, not Just at Soviet 
atomic capabilities, but at thfe 
whole strategic-political problem 
created by the atomic production 
race, God knows where such a 
wide new look would lead; but it 
certainly seems to be time to drag 
this ghastly complex of problems 
out from, under the bed and to 
face these problems squarely with 
all their implications.

About Face: Congress Asks 
Lobby To Stay In Business

WASHINGTON (/P)—Some mem­ 
bers of congress did an unusual 
thing this week. They urged a dis­ 
banding lobby, an admitted pres­ 
sure group, to stay in business. 
The lobby is the Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee for the Hoover Report. Its 
goal is better and cheaper govern­ 
ment. 
.The committee plans to break up 
on May 31. A non-partisan body, 
it feels it can not survive the 
election campaign without getting 
involved in the political crossfire. 
The committee was organized in 
1949 to lobby for the approval of 
the government-reform proposals 
of the 12 - member, bi - partisan 
commission on organization of the 
Executive Branch. 


THAT COMMISSION QUICKLY 
became known as the Hoover Com­ 
mission. Its chairmanr f o r m e r 
President Herbert Hoover, s a i d 
that in taking leadership he was 
performing 
his 
“last 
p u b 1 i o 
service”. 
Sent to congress in bulky in­ 
stallments three years ago, the 
Hoover Report was an afctic-to- 
basement s u r v e y of the ram­ 
shackle federal structure, and an 
Item-by-item blueprint for mod­ 
ernizing it. 
The Citizens’ Committee, volun­ 
tarily and 
privately supported, 
came into being when the Hoover 
Commission completed its work 
and dosed up shop, 
The committee s sole aim was to 
see that the Hoover report did not 
suffer the fate of earlier reform1 
effort*—which stiff are gathering 
dust in congressional pigeon holes. 
Numerically, the committee has 
won adoption of 35 per cent of the 
Individual Hoover recommenda­ 
tions. 


IN TERMS O f D O L L A R S 


SAVED, it claims about two bil­ 
lions annually, against a potential 
saving of 5*4 billions a year if all 
the proposals become law. 
a Actually, the easier parts of the 
program have been accomplished.

“As weary soldiers in the fox 
holes/* said Douglas, speaking for 
the members of congress, “we hope 
that reinforcements may be com­ 
ing to help us before the giant 
tanks move against our feeble 
position." 
Senator Benton (D., Conn.) said 
congress members who would like 
to resist pork-barrel legislation 
find no incentive “in terms of 
popular support, meaning votes, in 
the next election." 
On the contrary, he said, the 
pressure groups he antagonizes 
organize to oust him from office.

It isn’t that the Canadians will 
“take you to the cleaners,” it is 
just'that many unscrupulous Ameri­ 
can promoters are operating Can­ 
adian companies sometimes from 
just a tent on a claim. 
This led to the first of Schick's 
don’ts: 
Don’t buy stocks or other securi­ 
ties on someone else’s say-so. Go to 
a banker or someone in the invest­ 
ment business ané get real advice. 
Investigate before you buy, he said, 
not afterwards. 
Schick’s other don’ts, which he 
said should be observed before you 
invest in securities are: 
Don’t go into the market on “a 
flier” attempt to make a quick 
killing. 
Don’t use money which could be 
used to pay off a home mortgage 
on stocks. You'll make more paying 
off the mortgage. 
Don’t fa” to carry ample Insur­ 
ance to protect your family. Buy 
the insura rice first, the stocks sec­ 
ond.Don’t be without an ample em­ 
ergency fund. 
If you meet all of these don’ts and 
still have a little money left over, 
then is the time to consider securi­ 
ties. Then, too, ars other decisions. 
You should decide how much risk 
you want to take. Do you wrant se­ 
curity or higher possible yield with 
more risk? If you speculate, you 
might lose ail. If you invest con­ 
servatively, you are practically as­ 
sured of coming out with something 
even if you do lose. 
Schick pointed out that big busi­ 
ness today is owned by the small 
investors. Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph, for example, he said, is 
owned by more than a million stock­ 
holders. No one stockholder owns 
as much %s one half of one per cent 
of the stock. 
He differed the stock market to­ 
day with that of the late 19.20s be­ 
fore the big crash. Then he said, 
nine out of 10 Investors were specu­ 
lating, hoping for quick profits. 
Now, he claimed, 85 per cent of the 
people buying stocks are doing so 
as an investment, 
Schick described the operation of 
the San Francisco exchange, and 
said that last year it did a $250,- 
000,0000 business, making it the sec­ 
ond largest regional market In the 
nation. Chicago Is first with Boston 
third and Los Angeles fourth. Av­ 
erage day’s turnover in San Fran­ 
cisco la between $750,000 and $1,- 
000,000. Average return on the in­ 
vestments was 5.8 per share, he said.

The results of Marin’s heavy rain-

In Fairfax * Manor a temporary 
two inch by-pass pipe had to be in­ 
stalled around two slide areas on 
Tam alp ais avenue and on Berry 
Trail. 
The main pipelines were in 
danger of breaking, the report con­ 
tinues, because of the sliding road 
bed.A slide on Goodhlli road in Kent 
Woodlands caused a leak in the 
main water line to the area and 
installation of a temporary two 
inch by-pass pipe. 
A four inch by-pass pipe was 
added to the main Une In Mill 
Valey to avoid trouble resulting 
from a slide on Rose avenue. 
Maintenance crews of the dis­ 
trict were kept on repair projects 
during the latter part of January 


and early part of this month to 
complete work which was prevented 
by storms, \ 
“It was poetically Impossible to 
'undertake the installation of new 
lines before' this;, 'the report says, 
“because heavy rains made it im­ 
possible to excavate trenches for 
permanent pipelines,” 
The rain was alio blamed for a 
decrease In new water connections. 
Fifty-two new homes were con­ 
nected to main lines during Janu­ 
ary, almost 25 below the same period 
last year. 
Total number of metered services 
connected to district water mains 


at the end of January was 39,185. 
Among other work of the district, 
a trench was dug and a fire line 
put to place on La Paloma Lane 
in Mill Valley 
The cost of the Una wll be shared 
equally between the district and 
city of Mill Valley. 
Total rainfall to date at Lake 
Lagunitas was reported* as 58.40 
inches and at 18.74 Inches at Alpine 
Lake. 
, 
At present til four reservoirs in 
the district have in storage 4,505,- 
000,000 gallons of water. The amount 
is almost one bllUon gallons above 
reserve held last year at this time.

Count continued nip and tuck for 
the next two minutes, with the Pan­ 
thers finally moving into their first 
lead for the contest at a 37-36 mark. 
Marin's Vern Vinding quickly coun­ 
tered with a 20-foot ringer and 
Floyd White added a charity for the 
89-37 score. 
Vinding kept the Mariners in the 
game in the plosing minutes with 
two successive jump shots with less 
than a minute to go. The Panthers 
moved up to their 42-45 final in a 
desperate shooting exhibition under 
their' bucket. 
Capitalizing on his superior height 
and rebounding ability under the 
offensive basket, Marin forward 
Vem. Vinding led the way for his. 
team mates with a hot 14 points. 
Center Glen Robinson, who has.

Later he obtained a law degree 
at Southern Methodist University, 
but he doesn't care to talk about 
that either. His la# practice, it 
seems, consisted of handling one 
man’s case—a traffic violation. 
WON CASE 
“I won the case for him," Miller 


says. "I paid the fine myself.’* 
And he coached a YMCA football 
team once. They were third graders. 
He says the only game the team 
won was when he was in California. 
But despite these attempts to 
deprecate various abilities, Miller 
already has carved a niche for him­ 
self in the Dallas business world. 
He is president of the Texas Tex­ 
tile Mills, which has international 
trade and has mills in Dallas, Waco 
and McKinney, Tex. 
A native of Dallas, he’s the great- 
grandson of a Texan who was 
wagon-mastér for General 
Sam 
Houston at the battle of San Ja­ 
cinto cinto when Texas won its in­ 
dependence from Mexico. 
HAS HOPES 
Miller is a stocky, black-haired 
young family man of Scotch-Irish- 
Welsh extraction. He has three sons 
and he hopes they’ll be football 
piyers. 
It is appropriate that this de­ 
scended of a pioneer Texas family 
should be pioneering pro football 
here. 
He is confident that big-time pro 
football will click in Dallas where 
SMU averages about 50,000 a game 
in the Cotton Bowl.

The post is a civil service 
position, but Ben’s excellent record 
as a bureau chief in California, his 
technical training and administra­ 
tive experience, plus the fact that 
he is well and favorably known 
throughout the mountain regions 
through game management associa­ 
tion work, seem to put him head 
and shoulders over the other pos­ 
sibilities'for the place, 
KEY LOSSES 
The department has lost a num­ 
ber of its good fish and game tech­ 
nicians during the last couple of 
years to the Fish and Wildlife Ser­ 
vice and to other states where key 
jobs opened up. It is an. open secret 
several agencies would like to have 
the services of a number of the 
president department staff and may 
decide to bid high enough to get 
them. 
So, it seems that reorganization 
not only will include some very defi­ 
nite shifting of positions but may 
take in some personnel searching 
as well.

Most of the lots have more than 
10,000 square feet of area, although 
zoning requires only 7,500.

Clow, in a letter to the planners, 
asked that a detailed road and 
drainage plan be submitted before 
approval of a final map of the sub­ 
division. 
ROAD WIDTHS 
The planners questioned the width 
of one road leading to 14 acres of 
undeveloped adjacent land. If that 
property were subdivided, the road 
might not be wide enough to carry 
the traffic, they feared. 
Subdivider James H. Scott ex­ 
plained he also owned the 14 acres 
in question and intended to reserve 
them for his private residence. He 
insisted he 'has no plans jfor sub­ 
dividing them. 
The commission finally approved 
the tentative plans for Scott High­ 
lands, subject to Clow’s demands 
for more detailed drainage and road 
plans, and with the provisio that the 
one narrow road be widened. * 
The tentative plans for a third 
subdivision, Harbor View, (just east 
of Lowrie’s yacht harbor on San 
Pedro road outside San Rafael) were 
referred to a committee after it was 
pointed out that the nine lots in the 
tract average only about 6,000 square 
feet each while the zoning require­ 
ment is 6,500. 
PROTEST COUNTY DEMAND 
Craigle S. Sharp, a former San 
Anselmo city planning commissioner, 
and Frank Cherne are developers 
of the tract. They protest County 
Road Commissioner Clow’s demand 
for an average of another foot and a 
half of fill on the property, insisting 


that it never had been under water 
even in floods of the past. Sharp ex­ 
plained drainage plans for the area. 
Neighboring property owner R. D. 
Lang endorsed the Sharp and 
Cherne plans. 
The committee of planners will 
consider both lot size and the matter 
of fill, reporting their recommenda­ 
tions at the ' next* meeting of the 
commission, set for March 5.
